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Attachment to the Advisory 

Claims as amended by the applicants incorporated limitations of objected claims into 
independent claim 1 or rendered dependent claim an independent. 

During review of the claims the examiner found several discrepancies. However due to 
complicated nature of the amendment, it was agreed that an advisory action should be issued so 
that the applicants can correct the claims. 

The amendments discussed were as follows: 

Claim 1, line 1, to delete (I). Applicants are also requested to insert definition of L3 into 
claim 1 . 

Claim 3 to be cancelled. 

Claim 6 refers to formula IVa, which is not a limitation of independent claim 1 . Formula 
IVa is distinct from formula II, since it requires substituent instead of L 3 . One suggestion that 
was raised included making claim independent, in which case, the applicants would have to 
further amend the claims to provide definition for X", R 5 and R 6 . 

Claim 7 refers to formulae Va, Vb, Vc, Vd or Ve, which are not a limitation of 
independent claim 1 . Formulae Va, Vb, Vc, Vd or Ve are distinct from formula II, since it 
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requires Kg substituent instead of L 3 . One suggestion that was raised included making claim 
independent. 

Claim 8 refers to formula VI a, which is not a limitation of independent claim 1 . Formula 
Via, is distinct from formula II, since it requires Ki, K 2 and K 3 substituent instead of L 3 . One 
suggestion that was raised included making claim independent, in which case, the applicants 
would have to further amend the claims to provide definition for X", R 5 R; and R 7 , QX . 

Claim 9, upon deletion of claim 3, the claim 9 would become dependent on claim 1 . T 5 
and T 6 are defined in claim 9, however, formulae appear to be missing Ti 0 . Ti 0 can be H if T 7 is 
methyl or T| 0 can be methyl is T 7 is H. Both should be reflected in chemical formulas. R5 R6 and 
R7 are defined in claim 1 . 

Claim 10 refers to formulae Hal, Ilbl, IIcl, Ildl or Ilel, appear to be more specific 
description narrowing down limitation of figure II in independent claim 1 . However, formulae 
Hal, Ilbl, IIcl, Ildl or are distinct from formula II, since it requires Ki, K 2 and K3 substituent 
instead of L 3 . Additionally limitations of claim 1 do not appear to teach compounds having more 
than 1 carboxyl functionality. Applicants are requested to clarify the claim or render it 
independent. 

Since the applicants have not incorporated new issues or considerations, there is no 
reason why the proposed amendment should not be entered. Once discrepancies are corrected, 
application will be in condition for allowance.
